Indian soci- 
ety in the North has been 
stirred to ite depths by the 
fact that the Hoonah, Juneau 
and Wrangell tribes were not 
invited to participate in the 
great feast held three weeks 
ago at Kinckwan. Being re- 
solved not to be outdone by 
the Chilkats and their invited 


visitors, the Hoonshs, Juneaus 
and Wrangels have determin- 


ed to havea potiatch of their 
own. 
Chief Moses of the Hoonahs 
will be the chief patron of this 
Siwash function. He has 
already built a Jarge and sub- 
stantial potiatch house and 
has invested several thousand 
dollars in blankets, tobacco, 
sugar end other articles to be 
given away. For two weeks 


all of the Hoonah squaws 
have been brewing hootchi- 
noo, which, when brewed, has 
many times the paralyzing 
effect of even Alaskan whisky. 
The Sitkas will probably be 
the only tribe which attended 
the Kinckwan potilatch that 
will be invited to that at
